A Large Audience at the College Street
Chui'oh Yesterday Afternoon.

The first concert of the New Haven
Symphony orchestra at the old College
street church brought out a large and
appreciative audience yesterday after-
noon. It must have been highly grat-
ifying to the musicians themselves, as
well as to the 'promoters of the scheme,
to see what an interest has been shown
In the orchestra toy the public and to
have their efforts receive such gener-
ous reward. The purpose of the organ-
ization, lis character and the numbers
of the program have all been discussed
in these columns, so that it on'y re-

mains to commend the performance.
Since it Is a symphony orchestra It

Is pleasant to be able to say that the
symphony was the best number on yes-
terday's program. In this, the heaviest
work they have yet attempted, they
were most successful. It was even, fin-

ished playing and reflected great credit
on the conductor. Professor Parker, not
only for this spirited leading yesterday,
but for the painstaking rehearsing and
Individual coaching which must have
preceded It. What a splendid composi-
tion this second symphony is. Seldom
heard, its ibeauty and spontaneity were
doubly welcome yesterday. Some one
of the critics has said that in it is a,
6ort of titanic gaiety, the joy of im-

mortal youth which is a characteristic
quality In Beethoven. The parts were
nicely balanced throughout and was
quite a brilliant achievement for our
youthful band.

'Mendelssohn's' early overture, "Re-
turn from Abroad," was given as an
opening number. This was followed 'by
an "Eulracte" from Schubert's "Rosa-munde- ."

In .both of these there were
certain discrepancies of pitch in the
woodwinds and horns that occurred
with distressing frequency. Of course
we do not want to be severe with the
orchestra at this tender stage in its de-

velopment, but they are given as pain-
ful facts in the spirit of parental

Aside from this the numbers
were interesting and decidedly pleas-

ing.
Mr. Troostwyk played with the or-

chestra theibeautiful Romance in F ma-

jor of Beethoven and was generously
applauded. But the Nachez Tzigane
Dances that followed were rapturously
received. They were given with a dash
and verve worthy of their Magyar com-

poser and with a finish that we fear he
could not compass. Mr. Troostwyk,
with the privilege of a popular soloist,
responded to an encore and played the
Pierne "Serenade" with the string

which Marsick played here.
Bach's great G minor Prelude and

Fuge for the organ was the other- or-

chestral numfber. The arrangement
was by Abert of Leipzig and was schol-

arly and effective; Professor Parker
has his men well under control now and
they have become familiar with his
methods, and everything seems to be

happy and prospering.
The announcements for the next con-

cert have not been made beyond the
fact that it will take place on the 23d

of January and the soloists will prob-

ably be a local pianist of whom much is
expected.

Chicago,' Dec. 6. The attorneys for
the Chicago Gas companies this morn-

ing concluded their argument before

Judge Showalter In answer to the ap-

plication of W. Pitt Barrows for an
Injunction to prevent consolidation.

Attorney Joline of New York began
'with an elaboration of

General Hunt's argument yesterday on
the statutory right of the four com-

panies to consolidate under the amen-

datory anti-tru- st law of 1889, which is

interpreted as not repealing aets which
permit consolidation. William Allen
Butler of New York made a brief ar-

gument, mainly on the same line.
S. Gregory closed for plaintiff this

afternoon. Mr. Gregory argued that
the companies should be restrained from
combining. He declared that it was
contrary to the principles of demo-

cratic government that great corpora-
tions should combine to harrass the
common people. At the conclusion of
the arguments United States Judge
Showalter surprised everybody, includ-

ing counsel on both sides, by deciding
the case at on.ee. It was thought he
would take the case, which involves
some nice points at law, under advise-
ment for at least two months. The de-

cision was in favor of the gas com-

panies and according to it they can now
combine when and where they please.

Mr. Barrows had asked for an injunc-
tion' to restrain the defendant com-

panies from combining, as he under-
stood their purpose to be under the
new plan. This injunc-
tion Judge Showalter refused to grant.
The main question at Issue was the
construction to be placed on the Illi-

nois law in regard to corporations,
which was passed in 1872 and amended
in 1889. The amending clause provided
that all companies "now doing busi
ness in Illinois" such were the words
of the 'law could not consolidate In
groups of more than companies. The
defendants claimed that as the original
law was passed in 18T2 all amendments
must date back to that time and that
a3 the Chicago Gas companies had been
combined ..and incorporated since 1872,

they were legally united. The plain-
tiffs claimed that the law must be

strictly construed and that all com-

panies incorporated between 1872 and
1889 came under Its ban. This view of
the case Judge Showalter outline to
agree with. Moreover, he devoted part
of his decision, which was verbal, to
a discussion of the rights of Pitt Bar-

rows, as a 'bondholder, to come In and
ask that the companies be! restrained
from combining.

I

On this point, also, he declared him-

self in favor of the gas companies.
The court could not see how Mr. Bar-

rows' rights as a bondholder would be
jeopardized by a combination of the
gas companies. Im any case, said
Judges Showalter, the laws of Illinois
gave recourse without being obliged
to resort to the United States court.
An action of quo warranto could he
brought and In fact an action of a some-

what similar character was now pend-

ing in the state courts.
